the Jefuits of France. In that Epiftle, Father 
du Halde, who has fucceeded Father /e Gobion inthe Care 
, of Communicating to the Publick the Letters of the 
Miffionaries, beftows a fhort Encomium upon that Fa- 
ther, and adds to it feveral Obfervations upon the Mira- 
cles that are wrought to this Day, and upon:the Punétti- 
ons and the N ty of Catechifts. Towards the End 
of that Epiftle, he fays, That France is not the only Coun- 
try, where one may fee feveral Miffionaries ready to go 
into the Remoteft Parts of the World. “‘ Thefame Zeal 
“ appears, fays he, among the other Jefuits difpecfed in 
‘« different Kingdoms of Europe. There are aétually above 
“ Fourfcore upon the Coafts of Spain, ready to take 
“ Shipping, in order to go into the New World. Many 
“ others, who come from Germany, have already crofs'd 
“ part of France, to go and mect fo great a Number of 
“ Evangelical Labourers. A ‘Reinforcement of Zealous 
“ Miffionaries was alfo expefted from Poland ; but, in all 
‘* Probability, that Country will not be ablefor a long 
“ time to afford any Help to Infidels. The Plagne made 
‘<4 great Havock laft Year in that Large Kingdom : 
“ Ninety two Jefuits died there in the:fame Year, at- 
‘ eending upon thofe who were affected with futhaCon- 


** tagious Diftemper ”.

In the Firft Letter, Father Boucher, a Mifi 
dure, and Superior of the New Mithinn af Cokes fa 
pofes to M. Huet, heretofore Bifhop of duranches, a great 
many Remarks and Reflexions, whereby it appears that 
the Indians took Part of their Religion from the Jews, an 
even from the Chriftians. They acknowledge a Supreme 
Eternal, and infinitely Perfect God, whom they oan Para? 
beravafiow. According to their Dogtrine, this God crea. 
ted Three ather Gods ; viz. Brums, to make the World; 
Vichnow, to preferve it ; and Routren, to deftray it, Brus 
ma created the Firft Man out of the Mud of the new 
Earth, and plaged him in the Chorcam, a Delicious Garden 
which affords all Sorts. of Bruits in great Plenty, a 
where here is a Tree, the Fruit wehereok would beftow 
immortality, if one could eat of it, Some Gods of the 
Second Order, who wete not originally immortal , had 
Recourfeto that Fruit , in order to acquire Immortality ; 
and deceived the Vigilance of Cheien, a famous Serpent 
which kepe the Tree. .Ghejex being vexed at it, vomited 
a Poifom which was to deftroy all Mankind. “ But the 
. God Chiven took pity upon Human Nature, ared 
b in the Form ef a Man, and {wallowed all the Venom 
‘ with which the malicious Serpent bad infe&ed the 
“ World”. In Procefg of Time, Rexsreu undertook to 
deftroy the World with an Uniyerfal Deluge. Vichyoy 
hot being able wholly to prevent fo great Bil di. 
verted Part of it, and faved ina Ship his oni ent Sete 
tiavarti, and Light Hundsed forty Millions of Souls 
Seeds of different Sorts of Beings. It were needJefs to 
fhew , that chofe Fables ce Dalit Truths. ‘ather 
Boucher finds alfo in the Religion of the Indians, dbrabem 
and Sarah, under the Names of Brama and his Wife Sara/- 
vadi ; Mofer, under the Nameaf Crichnen ; his Sifter Mii- 
viem, under that of Lakehoumi sane Job and Samfon; un: 
der the Names of Arichanidirenand Ramen. He takes no- 
tice of Twelve Principal Tribes, as among the Ufraclites. 
Ble obferves that Ciscumcifion is peatifed in one of thofe 
Tribes; That they ule Purifications,, That there is a 
Law, whereby Men and Women are Gorbidnea te ty 
out of their Tribe, &c. The Sacrifice, call'd Ekiam, 
has fomerthing more fingularin,it. When the indians of- 
fer up that Sacrifice, they kill.a-Sheep, and recite a Kind 
of Prayer, in which they urrenthefe, Words. with.a loud 
Voice : When, will the Saviour be horn? Whin will the Re- 
deemer appear? Other Religious Pragtices obferv'il by them, 
do fufficiently thew, that they. knew formerly our Saviour 
and bis ‘Religion. The Nianigueals , ot Spicitual Men; 
affiem that Bruma, Vichnon.and Reutren, are but One God. 
They fay that Vichnes , the Second in that Trinity , roa 
Fieth feveral times to fave 1h They afcribé. to 4s Ws 
iii bet 
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ter of fome Rivers the Virtue of taking away Sin. They 


call Prajadam (Eucharift) the Rice that is diftribited and . 


‘a their Temples. One of their Maxims is , Thae.

i 5 ane Father Baltus, That the Devils deliver Oracles 
in the Indies, thro’ the Mouth of Men whom they poffefs ; 

and fhews, That thofe Devils become Dumb, when thofe 
Countries receive the Light of the Gofpel. 1 he Proof 
of thofe Two Propofitions being chiefly grounded upon 
Faéts , it will be fufficient to mention tome , whereby 
one may judge of the reft. “ Among thote who deliver 
“ Oracles, fays Father Bouchet, none are fo much credited 
“ 35 Sort of Diviners, who pretend to difcover Thieves. 
‘‘ When all the ufual and natural Ways of doing it have 
“ been tried, they have Recourfe to this ; and it falls.ouc 
“ unluckily for thofe poor Idolaters , that they are but 
“ too well ferved by the Devil. Some furprizing Things 
“ of that Nature have happen’d in my Time: Here is 
“ one upon which you may depend. Some Precious Jew- 
“els, belonging to the General of the Army at Madure, 
‘“ had been fo cunningly ftoll’n, that the Thief could 
“‘ hardly be fufpe@ted. And indeed, notwithftanding all 
“‘ che Enquiries that were made about it, he could never 
‘‘ be found out. A Young Man, who had the Repurati- 
‘t on of being the beft Diviner in the Country, was con- 
“ fulted at Ticherapali. After he had conjured the Devil, 
“ he fo well defcribed rhe Thief, that he was eafily 
“known. That Wretch, who was not fo much as 
<« fyfpeéted , could not hold out againft the Oracle : He 
<¢ confefs'd his Crime , and protefted that che Thefc had 
“‘ been found out by a fupernatural Means”. The Author 
adds, That thofe Conjurers make it appear by feveral Pro- 
digies , that they are acted by Spirits. ‘* They bear up 
“without any Support a great many Boughs cur off, 
“ tho’ they are not faften’d one with another, Ochers 
“ raife up in the Air a Kind of a large Sheet , which re- 
“ mains ftretch’d in its whole Length”. But when any 
Chriftian happens to be in thofe tumultuous Affemblies, 
where the Devil fpeaks thro’ their Mouth, he is wholly 
filent, and no Prayers, Conjurations, or repeated Sacri- 
fices can make him utter a Word. ‘* Which is fo com- 
““mon, fays the Author, in thofe Places where we have 
“ fome Habitations, that the Idolaters, before they be- 
*« gin their Sacrilegeous Ceremonies, are very careful to 
‘“ enquire whether there is any Chriftian among them. 
«  . . . It happen’d fome Years ago, that 1n a So- 
‘*lemn Proceffion, in which one of the Idols of Madure 
“« was carried in Triumph, the Devil invaded one of the 
“Speftators. As foon as the People perceived the Signs 
“ which denoted the Prefence of the Demen, they flock’d 
“to him in Crowds, to hear the Oracles which he was 
** to deliver. A Chriftian wenrt'thro’ that Place by chance; 
* which ‘was fufficient to make the Devil filent : At that 
“very moment he left off Anfwering thofe, who ask'd 
“him feveral Queftions about the Succefs of Things to 
“come. The Devil being fully refolved to remain fi- 

“lent, fome body faid there was certainly a Chriltian 

“in the Aflembly : Whereupon they look’d for him; 

but he made his Efcape, and fled in Hafte to our

The Two following Letters were written by Father 
Martin to Father de Villette, to whom he gives an Account 
of the Progrefs of Religion in the Miffion of Madure, 
They are full of Curious Events, which difcover the Ge- 
nius of the Indians , their Inclinations, the Behaviour of 
the Miflionaries among them, and the Perfecutions to 
which the New Chriftians are continually expofed. ‘Tis 
not long fince Two Poets, one of which was a Brame, 
and the other a Neophyte, were like to occafion a new Per- 
fecution at Fanjaour. ‘“* Several Poets having recited Ver- 
“ fes in Honour of the falfe Gods before the King , who 
** pretends to underftand Poetry, an unknown Poet (the 
*“* Brame) rote up in the Midft of the Affembly, and {poke 
*““thefe Words: You beftow your Encominms upon Chimerical 
“ Deities ; They do mot deferve the Praifes you beap upon 
* them. None but the Supreme Being ought to be acknowledg'd 


“ @ True God; Nome but he deferves your Homage and your 
** Adoration”. 
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This Difcourfe provoked the Pride of the other 
Poets againft him : The King promifed to bring him to 
an Agcoune for fuch a Bold Affertion. The Chriftians 
were fufpe&ed to have induced that Man to fpeak. Fa 
ther Carvalho, Direccor of the Miffion, undertook to a 
ftru&, and enable him to maintain what he had advanced. 
The Brame refufed his Offers; which made the Miffio. 
naries afraid @F his Ignorante , and the Confequences of 
his RafhnefsS. ** Thofe Confequences } adds Father Mar 
“‘ tin, were the more dangerous , becaufe the King Was 
“already very much exafperated by fome other Verfes 
“reflecting upon the Heathen Gods, and compofed b 
“one of our Chriftians. This new Convert excelled 1 
“the Indian Poetry. - - + = A Young Man of the 
“Town, whom he had formerly taught Poetry , ask'd 
“him one Day fome Verfes that he might recite upon 
** the Feftival of one of the Gods of the Country. The 

Chriftian complied with his Defire, @nd compofed up. 
on the Spot a pretty long Piece, which he writupon 
fome Leaves of a wild Palm-tree. He mentiort’d athon 
other Things, the infamous and ridiculous Adventercs 
af{cribed to that God ; and concluded that Kind of Ode 
with thefe Words : Can any one that ¥s guilty of fuch Am 
bominations, be aGod”’? Ic fell out happily for the 
Chriftians , that fome Important Affairs which happen’d 
to the King , made him forget the Affront put upon his 
Gods by the two Poets. 

There is in the Second Letter of Father Martin 
a very Extraordinary Remedy for all Sorts of Cholicks 
which we fhal] infert here. ‘‘ Get an Iron-ring of about 
* an Inch of Diameter, and big in Proportion: Let ir 
“be red-hot: Let the Sick Perfon lye upon the Back ; 
*“ and put the Ring upon the Navel, in fuch a manner 
that the Navel be the Center of the Ring. The Sick 
Perfon will quickly feel the Heat of it: Remove it 
immediately : A fudden Revolution that will happen 
“in the Abdomen, will fhortly take away the Pain” 
This Remedy was communicated to Father Martin, by 
Dr. Manouchi, a Phyfician of Venice, who has got a great 
Reputation at the Court of the Great Mogy/.

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In the Fifth Letter, Father d'Entrecoles, a Miffionary in 
China, beftows an Encomium upon Father de Broifia,who 
after many great Labours died in that Countrey two Days 
Journey from Pekin the 18th of September 1704. 


The Sixth Letter was written by Father de Chavagnat, 
He difcourfes of the Zeal of the Chinefe Chriftians, and 
mentions the Obftacles which the Miflionaries meet with 
in the Converfion of Idolaters, Thofe Obfiacles are, 
1. The Contempt which the Chinefe exprefs for all other 
Nations; they cannot believe that any thing that does not 
belong to China, deferves any Attention. 2. The Diffi- 
culty of the Chinefe Language. 3. Polygamy, Avarice, 
Ufury, and many ether Vices from which the Chinefe can 
hardly be reclaimed. The Converfion of the Chinefe Lae 
dies is more difficult ftill than that of Men. They are fo 
clofely confined, “* that the Miffionaries themfelves cane 
* not inftru& them, nor make ufe of their Catechifts for 
that purpofe. They muft begin with the Husband, that 
* he may inftru& his Wife , or allow a pious Woman to 
““ come into her Apartment, and explain to her che My- 
“* fteries of Religion.

The Seventh Letter contains fome Obfervations of Fa- 
ther de Bourzes upon the Sparks that appear at Sea in the 
Night ; a Phenomenon, which has not been hitherto fufh- 
ciently examined. 


The Eighth Letter is dated from P.kin. Father Jartoux 
gives a Defcription of the Church built, with the Empe- 
ror’s leave, in the Inclofure of his Palace : That Church 
was open’d in a folemn Manner the oth of December 170}.

lefs and infignificant... As for the Various Readings , this 
Edition contains all chofe that are in the Oxford-Editiofi a- 
bove-mention'd, befides thofe of:a Manufcript in the Em- 
peror’s Library, never before publifh'd. | | 

I proceed to the Prolegomena, to which the Author has 
prefiked XLIII Canons or Critical Rules, whereby dne 
may judge of all the Various Readings iaferted in this 
Edition, and even of thofe that have beer colle&ted by 
Dr. Afi2z, and are not to be found here. . To make the ule 
of chefe Rules plain and eafy, there is, next to each Read- 
ing under the Text of the New Teftament, a Reference 
to thofe Canons ; fo that the Readers may immediately fee 
what they ought to think of each particular, Reading, ‘by 
confulting the Critical Rules ta aateh they are referr’d: 
The Author of thofe Canons appears very As otious , and 
is none of thofe who multiply ie Variantes of the New 
Teftament without any Reafon. He admires the great In- 
duitry and indefatigable Labour of Dr. Mi#, in colle&in 
above Thirty shania Various Readings upon the Ne 
Teftamtent; & is fully perfuaded chac the Do&tor did it with 
a good Intention, But he thinks that Critick fhould have 
confidered the ill Confequences, that may arife from fuch 
a prodigious Number of Variantes. The Do&ort could aot 
be ignorant , fiys he, that the Papifts, Socinians, and A- 
theifts would be apt to make an iJl Ufe of it, He adds 
that the large Prolegomena of Dr. MiZ are ftill more dange. 
rous, becaufe that Learned Man approves about Two 
thoufand Various Readings, and would have them. to be 
inferted in the Text ; which, fays the Author, would 
make a great Alteration in our Copies of the New Tefta- 
ment. 

_ The Prolexyemena confit of IV Pieces. In the Firft the 
Author treats of the Collef&tions ef Various Readings, and 
of thofe by whom they were colletted.. The Second 
contains a Defcription of the Manufcripts, which have af- 
forded the Variantes inferted in this new, Edition, and fe» 
veral Obfervations upon the Nature, Antiquity, and o- 
ther Qualities of thofe Manufcripts. Thefe Two Pieces 
are the more ufeful,; becaute the Author does all along re- 
fer the Readers to thofe Writers , who have treated tlie 
fame Subje& at large. Inthe Third Piece, he undertakes 
to prove and to confirm the XLIII Critical Rules Inid 
down by him to judge of the various Readings, and is 
very careful to quote the Authors, whofe Teftimony may 
give fome Weight to his Opinidns. The laft Part of the 
Prolegomena is a Direstion for the Readers how to ufe this 
new Edition. There are feveral Notes at the ,end of the 
Book, to which the Reader is referred in the XXIIId Ca. 
non. a a 

_ There are alfo in this new Edition a Map of all the 
Places of Paleftine mention’d in the Gofpels ; another Map 
wherein the Travels of the Apoftles are defcribed ; a Plan 
of the City of ferufalem, and of the Temple, as they 
ftood in the time of our Saviout, drawo by Dr. Lighsfage. 
I need not obferve that this is a fair Edition; 'Tis well 
known that theGreekBooks,publifh'd by M M. Werftein, are 
very well printed and extremely correct. I thall only 
add, that the Text has been printed from the Eizevier's 
Edition, 1633.

Dr. Fabricius mentions, in thé’ firft: Place, Nidéhachus 
Gerafenus, Diophantus #, and fome other: Writéts, who' 
treat of the Doftrine of Numbers; Aftetwards he pro. 
ceeds tO M. Aurelius Antoninas, Makitnue Tyriut, Alcinow, 
the Philoffrati and Cadiftrati, Apolloniue Tjmnenfis , Alenan- 
der Aphrodifienfis , Plitinus, Dexippit; Atimonias, and other: 
Authors of the fame Name. The Readers will find in 
the Chaptér rélating to Plitiaas; the Erfe-of thar Phttefe. 
pher written by Porphyry, with a Chronological Table 
prefixed to it. Dr. Frabicius obferves that M. Bayle, in his 
Hiftorical and Critical Dictionary , pretends that the Do- 
&rine of Plotinus comes very near Spinezifm. He exa- 
mines the Reafons alledged by that Author, fot whom he 
expreffes a great Effeem ; and fhews that the Philofophy 
of Plotinus, if it be well confider'd, is very different from 
that of Spinoza. 

The next Chaptet contains an Aecount of Pobphyty - 
Our Author has inferted in it the Life of that Philotopher 
compofed by Lucas Holftemius. Dr. Fabricius proceeds ta 
Famblichus ; and in the following Chapter gives us “Two 
Fragments of Anatilius and Demochitm , conterming Sypipa~ 
thy and Antipathy, never before publifh’d; and trantflated 
and illuftrated with Notes, by M. Rendforf.

From whence Dr. Valifnieri infers , That 
we may ¢at all Sorts of Fruits and Herbs, without being 
afraid of getting any Worms ; That our Worms were 
born with us, and are an Hereditary Evil, or rather Part 
of our Being, formed in eath Body by the Creator of all 
Things, for fome Reafons worthy of his Wifdom ;_per- 
haps to confume fome fuperftuous Juices. The Author 
S’gunds upon thofe Principles the true Method of Curing 
ifeafes occafidn’d By Wornts.
